No, SiRE, God has not wrought ſuch 


tranſcendant Miracles to let them drop into 


Oblivion: Children have been filenced, but 
God hath made the Stones ſpeak, and I am 
myſelf an Inſtance that his Mercy can when 
he pleaſes, draw from the moſt infected Dirt 


and the deepeſt Darkneſs, Witneſſes which 


may loudly found forth his wondrous Works 
Grace cannot want Soldiers, ſince it is herſelf 
that forms them. 


Will it be objected, that the Miracles of 
our Time, at leaſt the Majority of them, 


have nor been ſertled by juridical Informa- 


tions? Neither were the Miracles of Jeſus 


Chriſt and of his Apoſtles. It is true they 
were ſettled in a much more illuſtrious 
Manner, by the Converſions which they were 
the Inſtrument of, and by the Martyrs who 
| Jhed their Blood in Atteſtation of them. 
But, SIRE, there are alſo many of your Subjects 
ho have been converted at the Sight of the 
Miracles, and a great many more who would 
be ready to ſhed their Blood-in witneſs of the 
7 Truth 


IN 
Truth of theſe Prodigies, and who already 
give themſelves up without Heſitation to all 
the Violence of thoſe who are the Qppoſers 
thereof, in atteſting by their Certificates the 
Miracles they have been Witneſſes of. 
Furthermore, SiRE, Miracles are Facts: 
They are what they are before any Exami- 
nation. It is not in their Examination that 
their Reality conſiſts. Their Publication 
made by the Biſhops is not what gives them 
Being: It only ſerves to ſtate and ſettle them, 
and to inform thoſe who had not Knowledge 
of them, that the Miracles are certain; but 
they are ſo before the Biſhop publiſhes them, 
ſince he does not publiſh them but upon the 
Proofs which are laid before him of their 
Certainty. Now if a Biſhop ought to look 
upon Miracles as certain, when they are 
avonched by the Depoſition of Witneſſes 
' worthy of Credit, we ought likewiſe to be- 
lieve them on the ſame Evidence, whether 
the Biſhops publiſh them as they are obliged 
to do, or whether for human Regards they 
|  forbearſo to do. As ſoon as the Miracles are 
true, as ſoon as they are evident in themſelves 
| and well atteſted, it is plain that thoſe who 
| have been cured after a ſupernatural and di- 
| vine Manner, ought to give God Thanks for 
the ſame. And if they ought fo to do, why 
ſhould thoſe who have been Witneſſes of fuch 
_ Cures, thoſe who are ſufficiently appriz'd 
thereof, thoſe who are within Reach of get- 
ting Information of them, and who are con- 
PE cerned 
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cerned to know what Judgment ought to be 5 


made of them, why, I fay, ſhould all theſe 
Perſons wait till an Inqueſt of them be made 


in order to believe theſe Miracles and to give 


Glory to him who is the Author of them? 
Not only the Miracles of Jeſus Chriſt 
were not publiſhed in his Time, by any 
acknowledged Authority; but they were on 


the contrary contradicted by all thoſe who 
fat in Mo/es's Chair, and who were then the 


Heads of Religion. The Chief Prieſt of the 
Jews was eſtabliſhed by God himſelf: The 
People were obliged to own him in this Qua- 


lity, and to reſpect him. Yet becauſe the 
Chiefs of Religion oppoſed the Miracles of 


Jeſus Chriſt, were the Fews excuſable for not 
yielding themſelves up to their Evidence, and 


rejecting them on the Word of the Chief 


Prieſt, the Princes of the Prieſts, and the 

Doctors of the Law? „„ 
Jeſus Chriſt himſelf declares to us, that 

the Sin which brought on them their Repro- 


bat ion, was their not believing his Miracles. 


86. Joln xv. If I had not done among them the 


22. 24. Works which none other Man did, 


they had not bad Sin, ſays our Divine Maſter ; 
but now they have no Excuſe for their Sin. 
And indeed. can any one in the World 
doubt, that it is a great Sin to go about to 
bury in Obſcurity the Works of God, and 
ſtifle the Voice of his Miracles in order to 
withſtand his Deciſions? How greatly there- 
fore doth it concern Your MajesTY to

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be informed whether theſe Miracles are 


true! | 


If Facts ſo well atteſted as are thoſe whoſe 


Proofs I preſent Your MaJjzsTr, can be 


called in Queſtion, I may fay that the Pyr- 
rhoniſts who are but roo common in this 
Age, wou'd ſoon find means, by making 
uſe of the Principles neceſſary to be adopted 
to conteſt theſe Facts, I ſay, they wou'd 
ſoon find means to ſhake one of the Founda- 
tions on which Religion 1is-eſtabliſh'd; nay, 


and to render uncertain the State and Con- 


dition of all Men. This is what I hope to 


evince in an Eſſay towards a Diſſertation on 


the Faith due to human Teſtimony, which 
Your MajzsTy will ſee at the Beginning of 
the eight Demonſtrations. I 
Vain were it therefore to object that many 
of the Miracles in Queſtion have nor been 
ſettled by a juridical Inqueſt. I do not deny, 
S1Rx, that a juridical Inqueſt gives a greater 


Authenticity to the Truth of Facts; but 


Facts are Facts before any Inqueſt; and in 
the common Tranſactions of civil Society it 
is not upon juridical Informations or formal 
Inquiſitions, but barely on the Teſtimony of 
Eye- witneſſes, that we believe or are oblig'd 


to believe the greater Part of Facts. 


Briefly, SikE, it was no Fault of the 
22 Curates of Paris, or the 38 Curates of 
the Dioceſe of Rheims, that their Archbiſhops 


dlid not take juridical Informations of ſeveral 


Miracles which the former gave them Rela- 
| tions

tions of, and in regard to which they offer'd 
by ſpecial Petitions to give- in Evidences and 
bring Proefs of them. The Courſe which 
theſe two Arehbiſhops took, namely, the 
refuſing to enter into ſuch Examination, far 
from proving the Falſity of the Miracles, is 
on the contrary a moſt authentic tho' mute 
Evidence of their Certainty; and it is actu- 
ally upon Conſideration af their refuſing to 
cauſe theſe Informations to be taken, (tho 
an Ordinance of, the Council of Trent ex- 
preſly obliges them to do it) that thoſe who 
were Witneſſes of theſe Miracles find them- 
ſelves more indiſpenſably oblig'd. to collect 
the Proofs and to publiſh them. 

It is true, SIRE, that the juridical Exami- 
nation and ſolemn Declaration of Miracles. 
belongs to the chief Paſtors, excluſively. 
Bur if they are minded to fulfill this Duty, 
we have only facilitated to them the Means 
of doing it, by furniſhing them with a Col- 
lection of Facts, and the Names of Part of 
thoſe before whoſe Eyes they were done. If 
on the contrary they perſiſt in refuſing ta. 
take cognizance thereof, it ought not to 
depend on the Will of Men, be they ever NN 
great, to ſuppreſs the Voice of God, and 
_ extinguiſh the Lights which his Mercy cauſes 
every were to ſhine all round us. FU, 

This Conduct of the chief Paſtors, join'd

"Ii Religion, are bur too ſenſible from the 
Divine Oracles, from the Hiſtory of the 
Church and from ſad Experience, that St.
